Wreck of the Steamer Sierra Nevada
on the California Cosst—Extraor-
dinary Scenes on Board—
Balety of the Passon-
gersand Crew—Total
Lose of the Ves-
sel and the
Cargo,

From the 8an Franciico Bulletin, Oof, 21,

News was received here yvesteriday noon of
thie total loss of the North Pacifie Transportation
company's steamship Sleren Nevadn, on the
southern coast, on Sunduy nlghy last. From
Mr. Hughes, the ;]un'—--r of the ill-fated ves

who arrived hore last night, we lowrn the fo)
lowing partienlars:—
The Slerra Nevada, Captain J. C. Bogart,

sallod from SBan Franclaco, bound for Ban Luis
Obigpo and way ports, on Saturduy morning
Inst, with a full frejight aond o large nuamber of
passevygers.  Bhe landed passengers and freight
at Sante Cruz and Monterey, leaving the latter
port at 2 P. M. Sunday, Oct, 17, with forty-two
pasgengers, As night closed In, the weathoer
became thick, n dense fog sottling down so that
it was [mpossible to see boyond o few ship's
lengihs. Asshe was ahead of time, the vessel
was going ab a slow rate of speed.

There was but liitle wind, the sea was compa-

ratively calm, the vessel was on her usual
courde, and the passengers had retired with

the comfortable conviction that they would be
in Ban Luis Oolspo early the next day. Abount
10 o’clock P. M. Purser Hoghes, who had re-
tired, experienced n shiovk of the vessel, as If it
had been struck by o heavy wave. This was
followed a few minutes later by a second and
much more severe shock, which nearly threw
bim off his fee

Going on deck, he found the waves breaking
over the bow ol the vessel, the passengers rush
ing about panic-stricken, and a scene of general
confusion ensued. At this time the vessel was
lifted up by the sea and dashed against the recl
with such violence that her bottom was crushed
in and her hull filled with water, Such was the
violence of the shock that her smoke-stack was
broken off and fell ever the side inte the sea.
The vesgel lny on her benm-ends, one of the
wheel-houses being above and the other below
water. Bg complete was the wreck thatln thirty
minutes from the time of the first shock the ves-
gel filled and keeled over. It was found that the
recf on which ghe struck was about three miles
north of Pledras Blanco, and about filteen miles
from Ban Simeon.

It became evident from the first that the ves-
sel could not be saved, and preparations were
immedintely made for rescuing the pussengers
and crew. The life-boats, four or five in num-
ber, were lowered, and the work of transferring
the passengers commenced, This occupled bul
a ghort time, and was accomplished without

serious accldent to any one. One passen-
ger, In  hig® fright, fell overboard, but
was resened in o damaged condition. A

lndy passenger fell In coming on deck and
broke a rib. The conduct of the passengers,
with few exceptions,was admirable. The ladies
were eyen more cool, self-possessed, and heroic
than the men, and stood the fatigne and priva-
tion of the night nobly. The erew did their duty
manfully, the discipline of the ship being rigidly
maintained throuygh the whole of the terrible
ordeal of dl.m{r;ur and imminent death. Captain
Bogart, one of the oldest commanders in the ser-
vice, proved every inch the hero. He was the
last to leave the sinking vessel, and the example
of lls coolness and ml?-pouaessiuu was potential
allke upon passengers nud crew.

Afler the passengers had been all put in the
boats, the purser returned to his state room, se-
cured the treasure and the ship's pupers, when,
in company with the eaptain, he left the sinking
vessnl, Owing to the thickness of the fogr an
the uncertainty of thelr position, no attempt was
made to land. The boats were fustened togethor,
an anchor was cast, and the shipwrecked people
anxionsly waited for the dawn of day.

At daylight the fog floated off, when the
anchop was welghod, and the boats pulled down
to 8an Simeon bay, o distance of sixteen miles

from the scene of the disaster, which was
reached at 10 A. M. Here the passengers were
landed, when the captain immediately de-

spatched a boat to return to the wreek, In lwems
of resoting the baggage and any other article
which might be obtalned without oo great risk.
On arriving at the wreek, however, she wa
found to be alinost tolally submerged, and, we
believe, little or nothing was saved.

Ay the Ban Bimeon landing teams were ob-
tined, and the passengers conveyed to Cambrin,
gome sixteen miles «distant. From here they
were taken In wagons to 8an Luls Obispo, where
they struck the stage, some retarning north, and
some pursuing thelr journey sonthward.,

Thecerew numbered thirty-six. There were
forty-two pussengers, lnclading slx ladies aod
three children, ulist of which we give below: —

Among the steeraze passengors were a nume-
wer of Chinese fishermen, bound for S8an Luls
Objspo. When the ship strack they made for
thelr boat, which was on deck, loto which they
huddled, spparently expecting no ni'lupul.hy or
assistance fmm their Caucadion fellow-passen-
gers, and resolved to stick to the last to their
own frall crnft. It wos with the greatest dinl-
culty that they could be Induced to leave It, 5o
that It conld be launched. This was done, how-
ever, and they weré safely got avoard and as
safely landed.

We have already referred to the herole con-
duet of Captain Bogary, but the record of brave
deeds wonld be Imperfect i wo failed to speak
of the conduct of Jamoes LibLy, o soaman, who
twicae rigked his llie In search of blunkets for the
use of the ladies. _

Qur New Minister to China -Vigorous Polley
to be Innugurated with the Celestinis.

Writes the Washiougton correspondent of the
New York Herald;—
The arvival of ex-Governot Frederick F. Low, of

Californin, the new Minister of the 1United Stutes to
the anclent empire of China, promises’ an early de-
parture of a represontative of this Government to
succeed My, Browne, M. Low expects to have an
interview with the Secretiry of sState Lo-morrow,
and will then probably receive some inthmation as
to the wishes and views of the Goyvernment, Mr,
Low left can Francisco on Ovtober 18, and ¢a voqte
here  passed  severnl  days ot Chicago  and
Colpmbus, Ohlo, ‘I'ne gppolitment of Mr. Low was
made entrely witheuts that genmeinan’s knowledge ;
in fact, up to this time he has never met President
Grant at wil, The Prealdent, It appears, wis nnxious
to muke the appointment of a snltable wentleman
from Californiae  1le had four names of prominent
rentiemen  of  that  State  and  haoded the
Het to General Sherman, who had spent some Uiue
in Californin before the war, sid  was, thorefore,
well nequalnted with the merlis of the diferant
persons noted down,  In handing the st o Genoerag
Sherman the Pre<ident requested him to  arrange
the nmnesio the order of hia oplaion of thelr iness
for the pusition, General Sherman placed the muine
of Mr. Low at the head of the list, General Sner-
man then telegraphed to General Thomas, vequost-
ing him to mention the subject to Mr, Low, and to
reply in cipher. Atter consldering the matler
in consultation with his fricads, Mr Low de-
termined (o accepl, and Generad Thomas so
replicd to General Sherman, whercapon the Presi-
dent made the appointment,  Mr. Low 18 & native of
Maine, and renmoved to Callfornia during the early
daye. and became a merchant,  In 1561 he was
elected @ member of Congress, Upon returnlog to
Californin, in 1863, he was appointed Collector of the
port of San Francisco and very soon afier clected
vovernor of the State. Since the expiration of his
gubernatarial term he has boen Hving (o privite life,
and until the offer of his late appointment had de-
termined to accept no more public ofMees, Mr. Low
I8 & gentleman of abont forty yeara of age, of deel-
dedly pleasing moanners and a face indicating abllity
and generous feeling. He has g wife and ehild amd
will take his family with him. In conversation Mr,
Low expresscs hlmsell thoroughly informed upon
the Amerfcan policy towarnls China, aud
signifies a resolution to adhere to and advanee the
American doctrine.
